The Road Board Members during the first five months of our administration 
have been faced with problems at times that appeared to be insurmountable. These 
problems have continued to be reduced, and now for the first time we find ourselves 
in the position to look to the future in a spirit of increasing optimism. During the first 
part of our administration we found ourselves of necessity operating in the red. Our 
position has improved, and we now find with the coming of May we are able to face 
the future on a pay-as-you-go basis. 

It was our purpose from the beginning not to start our 1949 construction pro¬ 
gram until we were in a position to pay our bills currently. Because of this position, 
we have withheld letting contracts for new construction until the letting held in 
Panama City on May 17, amounting to a total of $605,000. Our plans now call for a 
general letting of new contracts each month, as we proceed to place into operation 
our 1949 roadbuilding program. It now appears that contracts can be awarded from 
month to month in amounts ranging from $2,500,000 to $3,000,000. It will be our 
purpose to begin new work in all sections of the state and in the various districts as 
promptly as plans and rights of way are available. 

The members of the legislative delegations and the boards of county com¬ 
missioners of the several counties have been most cooperative in assisting the Road 
Department during our trying period. This understanding and helpfulness has been 
heartening at all times. It is encouraging to the Members of the Road Board to feel 
that such a cooperative spirit exists. 

Our 1949 roadbuilding program, while curtailed, is one that as we have pre¬ 
viously stated is based on a realistic approach, placing first things first. As we pro¬ 
ceed with our program, we will at all times welcome suggestions which may improve 
the highway system of Florida

and the intersections at grade. Of lesser importance are 
pedestrian movements, bus and taxi stops. 

Basically the intersection consists of an intersection 
area and a number of legs or roadways on which vehicles 


/^\NE OF THE more important elements limiting the 
capacity of any highway facility, and more especially 
that of City Streets, is the intersection at grade. 

The grade intersection of a city street in the downtown 
business district of a fairly large city will be with us per¬ 
manently. Such an intersection well qualifies as the 
“worst situation.” If we can improve conditions in such 
locations we need not worry over the lesser problems for 
we realize that the basic capacity of an intersection is not 
realized in downtown areas of cities; that the possible 
capacity is undesirable in that it provides for handling 
the maximum number of vehicles that actually can be ac-

commodated under the prevailing conditions with a 
continual backlog of waiting vehicles. In other words, 
many waiting vehicles will hold through two or more 
cycles of green. If we estimate on the basis of the basic 
or possible capacity we simply have theoretical intersec¬ 
tion capacities which are misleading and seldom possible 
of attainment. 

Therefore, we determine intersection capacities in down¬ 
town areas on the basis of the practical capacity. The 
practical capacity of an intersection approach is the maxi¬ 
mum volume that can enter the intersection from that 
approach during one hour with most of the drivers being 
able to clear the intersection without waiting for more 
than one complete light cycle. 

Two of the more important elements limiting the 
capacity of City streets are, in and out and curb parking,

approach and leave the intersection. The traffic signals 
limit the number of approaches on which vehicles may 
move at one time, whereas the use of exit lanes is gen¬ 
erally not restricted by the traffic signal. It is appro¬ 
priate therefore, that intersection capacity be thought of 
in terms of the capacity of each of the approaches. 

Mere numbers of vehicles that enter an intersection are 
of little value unless they are accompanied by sufficient 
information to permit their evaluation in consideration of 
these factors. As a minimum requirement, a unit of time 
and a unit of roadway width are essential. These two 
units, together with the number of vehicles, can be incor¬ 
porated in an expression of the rate of flow relative to 
time and street width. 

TIME. That portion of time occupied by the red signal 
indication has no utility value in so far as the traffic 
which it holds at a standstill is concerned. This fixed 
portion of the time is lost to that traffic, there being a zero 
rate of flow. Hence, only the time during which the 
signal is green is used in calculating rates of flow and the 
hour of green is the unit in which it is expressed. 

For practical purposes vehicles that entered during 
the amber period have been combined with those that 
entered during the green period to obtain the hourly 
rates shown in this report. 

WIDTH. The basic unit of width used in expressing 
the capacity of roadways is the traffic lane. Trial analysis 
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of the data revealed, that intersection capacity varies in 
almost direct ratio with the width of the approach, meas¬ 
ured from the curb line, and that the results for com¬ 
parable traffic conditions were more consistent when 
based on the capacity per foot of width than when based 
on the capacity per traffic lane. For example: a 64 foot 
street had the same capacity per foot of width if it was 
striped for either 8 or 6 lanes, whereas, the capacity per 
lane was greater for the 6 wider lanes than for the 8 nar¬ 
rower lanes. With the wider lanes, the vehicles in the 
same lane travel closer together and fewer vehicles 
straddle the lane lines than they do when the lanes are 
narrow. The ten foot width which approximates the width 
of a lane as usually defined, has, therefore, been adopted 
as the most convenient unit of measure. It should be 
borne in mind, however, that the approach width used by 
traffic entering an intersection from one direction on a 
two-way street is normally one-half of the total street width 
unless there are safety zones or islands. 

To briefly summarize the foregoing, THE CAPACITY 
OF SIGNALIZED INTERSECTIONS IS EXPRESSED 
AS VEHICLES PER TEN FEET OF WIDTH PER 
HOUR OF GREEN.

FIGURE 1. Shows comparison of practical intersection 
capacities in the downtown area. In such areas two-way 
streets normally carry between 50 and 60% of the traffic 
in one direction during peak hours. 

The conditions governing the data provide, as is usually 
the case, for the average intersection, fixed time signals, 10 
percent commercial vehicles, 20 percent turning move¬ 
ments at the intersection and no street cars. 

The solid and dotted lines are representative of the 
practical intersection capacity under various parking re¬ 
strictions. The first two lines to the left on the chart 
indicate the total number of vehicles per hour of green 
light that can be facilitated on streets of various curb to 
curb widths upon which no parking is permitted. The 
middle two lines are for streets where parking is permitted 
on one side only and the last two lines represent parking 
on both sides. The solid lines are volumes for one-way 


streets and dotted for two-way streets under similar park¬ 
ing conditions. 

The advantages of one-way streets over two-way streets 
is apparent as is also the restrictions, when found neces¬ 
sary, to parking privileges. 

For example: A one-way street 20 feet wide with park¬ 
ing prohibited has approximately double the capacity of a 
two-way street of similar width and with parking pro¬ 
hibited. 

It is especially significant that whatever the width of a 
downtown street, intersection capacities where curb park¬ 
ing is permitted are from 43 to 47 percent below the 
capacities for similar streets where curb parking is pro¬ 
hibited. The difference for the two conditions is not due 
entirely to the street space occupied by the parked 
vehicles. Also included is the combined effect of the 
many other factors which tend to restrict traffic flow that 
are present where parking is permitted, such as the inter¬ 
ference to through traffic caused by drivers maneuvering 
to enter or leave the parking space and the tendency of 
drivers to shy away from parked vehicles to avoid the 
possibility of hitting a car starting to pull out, or a pedes¬ 
trian coming from between the parked vehicles. 

That a line of vehicles parked adjacent to the curb 
reduces the effective street width more than 7 or 8 feet 
becomes evident when street widths necessary to accom¬ 
modate the same traffic volumes at locations where park¬ 
ing is permitted and where parking is prohibited are 
compared.

The conditions as noted on FIGURE 1, are applicable. 
Both intersecting streets are 40 feet wide curb to curb. 
Now, let us assume the traffic signal operates on a 30-30 
cycle, which is to say, the timing is equally divided be¬ 
tween the two streets, and allowing time set for the amber 
or caution signal to go in both instances to the green 
signal. 

The intersection diagram is drawn to show that the 
North-South street is two-way with parking prohibited. 
The East-West is two-way with parking permitted on both 
sides. Both streets are 40 feet wide. 
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The vehicles that can be accommodated per hour of 
green light are shown in the columns to the left. 

On the basis of the intersection as shown, the North- 
South two-way street can be expected to facilitate 2,300 
vehicles per hour of green light. This means, in one hour 
of free movement (two hours of actual time) 545 cars per 
lane as there are 4 approach lanes open—two from the 
NorLli and two from the South. 

The East-West street, two-way as well but with parking 
permitted on both sides can facilitate only 1,200 vehicles 
per hour. Thus it will be observed that the parking 
privilege has cut the movement through the intersection 
on that street just about in half even though both streets 
have the same curb to curb measurements. 

Following this chart further, if both streets were made 
into one-way streets and parking prohibited on both of 
them the vehicles feeding through the intersection on each 
street would approach 3,300 vehicles, or a total of 6,600 
cars per hour of green for the intersection. 

ONE-WAY ROADWAYS SHOULD BE USED 
WHEREVER BALANCED PAIRS CAN BE 
FOUND, WHEREVER THE TURNS DO NOT DE¬ 
TOUR OR INCREASE TRAVEL TOO MUCH, AND 
WHEREVER STREETS ARE TOO NARROW TO 
PERMIT PARKING ON EACH SIDE OF THE EF¬ 
FECTIVE MOVEMENT OF FIRE APPARATUS. 

The One-Way Street bias Numerous Advantages over 
the Two-Way Street. It Completely Removes Medial 
Friction, Reduces the Number of Conflicting Movements 
at Each Corner, and Greatly Simplifies the Timing of a 
Flexible Progressive Traffic Signal System. It Increases 
the Capacity of Streets, Especially Narrow Ones, and 
Reduces Accidents. 

The application of this rule is relatively inexpensive and 
requires comparatively little enforcement. 

A reasonable conclusion from the information shown 
on these two charts is that where traffic congestion exists 
due to parking in the areas discussed that improvements 
can be advanced that will facilitate traffic before addi¬ 
tional and expensive street improvements become neces¬ 
sary. 

Surveys made in various cities in the country have 
shown that parking at curbs affects adversely places of 
business where there is such parking. This is contrary to 
what has been the general belief. Off-street parking 
within the same blocks in which businesses are located 
increases trade, according to checks made by engineers 
in many cities. 

ANGLE PARKING. The AASHO in their policy on 
Highway Types has this to say: 

“Angle parking accommodates more vehicles for a given 
length of curb than parallel parking but it is hazardous 
for entering and leaving vehicles, which often impede 
traffic on more than one adjacent traffic lane. Angle 
parking is not advised and should be used only in separate 
parking areas and in low-speed urban areas where parking 
requirements take precedence over the smooth operation 
of through traffic.” 

There is an excellent example of angle parking to be 
found on Monroe Street in Tallahassee. This street is the 
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North and South arterial city route. Monroe Street carries 
considerable through travel which if it were properly 
facilitated would permit of greater use by local residents 
whose movements carry them to and from their homes to 
work and to the business district. Through travel, includ¬ 
ing changes from one route to another at Tallahassee, re¬ 
quires that many of them must travel over Monroe Street. 
Those of us who are familiar with Monroe Street are 
familiar with this congestion. Quoting from an editorial 
taken from the Tallahassee Democrat of Sunday, May 1, 
1949. “In some aspects, police enforcement has been a 
hangover from the days when Tallahassee was a village. 
Traffic and parking conditions not allowed in many other 
progressive communities of comparable size, are observed 
all too frequently in this city. We have talked with many 
citizens and city officials who are fully prepared to live by 
the rules as they should be and not necessarily as they 
have been in the past.” 

Maneuvering cars to and from the angle parking now in 
force utilizes at least 25 feet of the 36 foot available road¬ 
way. Since parking is limited by meters, this is a common 
movement and consequently during periods of heavy 
traffic only a single lane is available for the side of road¬ 
way where the In and Out parking movement takes place. 
For the parking at a 30 degree angle 6.5 cars can be ac¬ 
commodated for each 100 feet of curb. Parallel parking 
will accommodate 5 cars per hundred feet. 

Maneuvering cars from parallel parking will utilize 
considerably less of the roadway. There would be fewer 
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instances when both lanes of travel cannot be utilized 
to the full extent. 

Between Pensacola and College streets there now exists 
58 angle parking spaces. Traffic counts at the intersec¬ 
tion of Monroe and College taken between the rush hours 
of 4 to 6 P.M. and on four different week days, indicated 
that Monroe Street was facilitating, including turning 
movements, 1713 cars, or 480 cars per hour of green per 
lane. 

By a change over to parallel parking there can be ac¬ 
commodated 48 cars—a loss of only ten spaces within the 
same limits as described above. This does not appear to 
be a serious reduction in the light of what may be expected 
in the way of facilitating moving traffic. From the chart 
it will be seen that for Monroe Street, 72 feet curb to curb 
with parallel parking permitted on both sides, the practical 
capacity could be expected to be 2400 cars. The volume 
through the intersection would approach 2400 vehicles per 
hour of green as compared with 1700 as now accom¬ 
modated, which, would be a gain of about 50 percent. 

Which is the most important—facilitating fifty percent 
more traffic during the peak periods or holding on to the 
10 parking spaces that would be eliminated by the change 
over from angle to parallel parking. 

The traffic flow lights are synchronized to 15 MPH but 
can be used as such only during hours of light traffic 
movement. The movements, by actual speed checks in 
the field, indicated during these peak hours a speed of 
only 6.6 miles per hour. 
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BASIC CONFLICTS IN TRAFFIC MOVEMENTS AT INTERSECTIONS 


HILLSBOROUGH AVENUE. A modern arterial city 
street. The design of the Hillsborough Avenue route in 
Tampa, is an excellent example in the design treatment for 
facilitating traffic as well as providing for parking for the 
average Main street. 

Hillsborough Avenue has an intersection capacity (an 
84 foot street) of 2800 vehicles per hour of green light. 
This capacity approaches nearly twice that of Tallahassee’s 
Monroe Street of 72 feet width yet having similar right-of- 
way limits. 

Besides this important fact there are other interesting 
and progressive features in the Hillsborough Avenue de¬ 
sign, many of them examples of how safety can be built 
into our highways. For example: (1) A four foot median 
strip of contrasting color and texture separates opposing 
lanes of travel. (2) At intersections and within the 
median strip, so that the lanes of through travel remain 
unimpared as to alignment and lane width pedestrian 
islands are constructed. These islands are an essential 
part of the design and will act as safety refuges for pedes¬ 
trians caught crossing the wide pavement when the traffic 
light changes. (3) And by no means of least im¬ 
portance parallel parking with adjacent service roadways, 
both in contrasting color and texture from the through 
lanes of a width of 18 feet amply provide for these neces¬ 
sary movements. 

Except in exceptional cases there should be no delay to 
the through movements caused by parallel parking—only 
by changes in traffic lights, which, when erected will prob¬ 
ably be synchronized to facilitate all traffic. 

If perchance this new design, providing a service lane 
alongside the parking spaces, works out satisfactorily then 
the movements will have a minimum interference with 
through traffic. Furthermore, with the safety zone for 
pedestrians, through traffic along Hillsborough, facilitated 
at all times with 4 lanes of through travel, might well be 
expected to afford the capacity of a street of comparative 
width with no parking. If such proves to be the case we 
can expect a volume of vehicles per hour of green light 
exceeding 3300 which will mean 500 cars per lane per 
hour or 1000 cars per hour for the two lanes in a one hour 
period, assuming the light cycle is on a 30-30 basis. 

With the green light given its proportionate share along 
Hillsborough Avenue even these figures can be exceeded.

Ch. 24,998 House Bill No. 4

By: Committee on Legislative Expense 
Amends Section 11.14, F.S., 1941 (Sup.) to include indexers among 
compensated personnel of Senate and House and repeals Section 
11.16 which provides for indexers. Compensation to be in amount 
fixed by House, Senate or Concurrent resolution. This Bill elimi¬ 
nates maximum compensation provided in Sections 11.14 and 11.16.

When six or more 
approve the compact it shall be binding on them sixty (60) days 
after the date of legislative approval by the sixth State. States not 
approving may became parties within two years from February 8, 
1948. If States need a constitutional amendment before they can 
approve compact, they may become parties within seven (7) years 
from February 8, 1948. 

Provisions are made for termination of compact; withdrawing or 
default of any of the States. Any withdrawing or defaulting State 
ceases to have any claim of ownership to any funds or property of 
the Board and any such State shall not be released of its obligations 
which accrued before such action.

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Soil Cement Ditch Lining 
Placed On State Road 69 

By Dave Curtis

The State Road Department of Florida has constructed 
a soil-cement ditch lining on State Road No. 69 between 
Rlountstown and the Jackson county line. 

The unusual good job on this project is being done by 
Faulk-Coleman, contractors, superintendent T. S. Castle¬ 
berry. 

The plans called for ditch pavement 4 inches thick, with 
a 3 foot bottom width and side slopes extending on a one 
on two slope to a vertical depth of one foot. 

The contractor constructed from 150 to 170 linear feet 
of this ditch pavement per day, using a plastic mix of soil- 
cement, having a slump of 2V2 to 3 inches. Existing road¬ 
way soils were used with 12 per cent by volume of cement. 
Clay soils were classed as unsuitable and were not used. 
The mixing was done in a 2-bag concrete mixer. It was 
found that mixtures having a slump of less than 2 V 2 inches 
were difficult to discharge from the mixer and to compact 
and finish. The entire operation, including excavating 
and hauling the soil in wheelbarrows to the mixer, placing 
and finishing, was accomplished with a 13-man force, in¬ 
cluding foreman. 

The contractor constructed re-usable forms to the pro¬ 
posed shape of the ditch and 10 feet long, and set the 
forms in the ditch in alternate 10-foot spaces. The soil- 
cement mix was placed in the forms and screened and 
compacted with a metal screen 12 feet long. A wooden 
float was then used to finish the surface. 

After the first alternate sections that had been placed 
had set hard enough to walk on without marring the 
surface, the remaining sections were placed. For placing 
and finishing these remaining sections forms were placed 
along the outer edges only, and the previously placed sec¬ 
tions were used to control the screed. In conjunction with 
final finishing the joints at 20-foot intervals were opened 
from one eighth to one quarter inch wide to allow seep¬ 
age water to enter the ditch. 

It was necessary to protect the ditch pavement from

REQUEST FOR EXTENSION OF 
FEDERAL AID SYSTEM 
On motion of Mr. Nelson, seconded by Mr. 
Drake, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, it is expedient and necessary 
for the proper improvement and development 
of the Federal Aid System in the State of 
Florida that further extensions of the Fed¬ 
eral Aid System be effected; and 
WHEREAS, there exists sufficient un¬ 
allotted mileage of the present permissible 
mileage of the Federal Aid System in Florida 
to permit the addition of proposed extensions 
of the said Federal Aid System to effect the 
necessary improvement and development of 
the said system:

3. From intersection with State Road 50, 
Federal Aid Route 25, at Weekiwa- 
chee Springs northerly along State 
Road 55 to intersection with State 
Road 336, Federal Aid Route 16, at 
Lebanon Station. 

4. From intersection with State Road 45, 
Federal Aid Route 11, in Brooksville 
Easterly along State Road 50 to inter¬ 
section with State Road 500, Federal Aid 

Route 2, in Orlando. 

5. From intersection with State Road 
600, Federal Aid Route 11, in Lakeland 
Northwesterly along State Roads 35 
and 41 to intersection with State Road 
50 (proposed Federal Aid addition), 
Southeast of Brooksville. 

6. From intersection with State Road 5, 
Federal Aid Route 3, in St. Augustine 
Northerly along State Road A1A and 
Westerly along State Road 212 to in¬ 
tersection with State Road 5, Federal Aid 

Route 3, in Jacksonville. 

7. From intersection with State Road 5, 
Federal Aid Route 3, in Daytona 
Beach Northerly along State Road 
A] A to intersection with State Road 5, 
Federal Aid Route 3, in St. Augustine. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the 
Public Roads Administration, Federal Works 
Agency, be petitioned to approve the pro¬ 
posed extensions described herein, and their 
addition to the Federal Aid Highway System. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that neces¬ 
sary certified copies of this resolution be 
transmitted fo Public Roads Administration, 
Federal Works Agency. 

PROPOSED MASTER PLAN FOR 
OVERSEAS PARKWAY 
On motion of Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. 
Nelson, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

WHEREAS, this Board believes that the 
area along the Florida Keys traversed by the 
Overseas Highway, particularly that part 
owned by the Overseas Road and Toll Bridge 
District, is a valuable asset to the State of 
Florida and should be given all possible con¬ 
sideration with a view to its highest poten¬ 
tial development as a scenic and recreational 
area for the citizens of Florida and its 
visitors for all time to come; and 
WHEREAS, following considerable study 
this Department adopted in 1946 a plan for 
such development, and this Board feels that 
no part of the land should be sold or leased 
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for any use that would be detrimental to the 
value of the plan as a whole, and 
WHEREAS, the changing conditions ap¬ 
pear to necessitate additional study before 
further decisions can be intelligently made, 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED 
that all requests for the leasing or purchas¬ 
ing of lands owned by the Overseas Road 
and Toll Bridge District be deferred until 
such time as a master overall plan for the 
area as an Overseas Parkway has been 
adopted. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this 
Department join with the District in re¬ 
questing the National Park Service and the 
Florida Park Service to make a comprehen¬ 
sive survey of the area traversed by the 
Overseas Highway from the mainland to 
Key West and offer suggestions and recom¬ 
mendations based on their present standards 
for similar park developments; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the 
Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund 
be requested to make no further disposition 
of lands under their control adjacent to the 
Overseas Highway until this study is com¬ 
pleted and the overall plan for development 
adopted. 

REQUEST FOR SURVEYS IN 
ALACHUA COUNTY 
The Board gave consideration to a resolu¬ 
tion adopted by the Board of Road Trustees 
of Alachua County, requesting the Road De¬ 
partment to proceed with the survey of 
certain roads in said county, and on motion 
of Mr. Taylor, seconded by Mr. Nelson, the 
following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that the request from 
Alachua County, “that the State Road De¬ 
partment be requested to proceed with its 
survey and delineation of the appropriate 
and desired right of way for said farm to 
market roads to extend in said County from 
Alachua to Newberry; that the said State 
Road Department also complete the survey 
for right of way from Monteocho west to 
intersection with proposed highway running 
North and South from Paradise to Road 235 
and thence South to Road 23 and 325,” be 
granted and that provision for same be made 
as soon as is practicable. 

REQUEST FOR ADVANCE TO GILCHRIST 
COUNTY FOR RIGHT OF WAY ON 
ROADS IN COUNTY’S FSIC PROGRAM 
The Board considered a request from Gil¬ 
christ County Board of County Commission¬ 
ers for an advance of $20,625.84 for the ac¬ 
quisition of the necessary right of way for 
the roads included in the County’s road pro¬ 
gram to be financed through the Florida 
State Improvement Commission. 

On motion by Mr. Taylor, seconded by Mr. 
Barber, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

WHEREAS, the situation in Gilchrist 
County appears to be an emergency, and it 
is the consensus of this Board that the road 
program in said County agreed to be done 
by this Department and financed through 
the Florida State Improvement Commission 
should not be held up at this time, but gotten 
under way as soon as possible. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED 
that the request of Gilchrist County for an 
advance of $20,625.84 be granted, and the 
Chairman and Attorney be and they are 
hereby requested to negotiate with the 
County to work out a method whereby this 
advance can be repaid during the present 
calendar year or as soon as possible from 
any or all available sources, and they are 
hereby authorized to enter into the most 
favorable agreement possible in considera¬ 
tion of the Board’s policy in this respect. 
RECONSIDERATION OF LAFAYETTE 
COUNTY’S REQUEST FOR STORM 
DAMAGE 

Upon receipt of letters from Senator G. 
Warren Sanchez and Hon. Sidney C. 
Edward, Clerk of the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners of LaFayette County, the Road 
Board again gaVe consideration to the re¬ 
quest from LaFayette County for a grant of 
$8,000 with which the County would pay its 
indebtedness incurred for the reconstruction 
of state-designated roads made necessary by 
flood damage in the spring of 1948. 

On motion of Mr. Taylor, seconded by Mr. 
Nelson, the Board agreed to make the ad¬ 
vance, provided the County files a resolution 
agreeing to repay to the Department the 
money so advanced out of its 20% surplus or 
other sources of county income during the 
present calendar year.

Chairman McKethan advised the Board 
that the State Improvement Commission had 
tentatively agreed to accept the proposal of 
the St. Petersburg Port Authority with 
reference to the construction of a causeway 
and bridge across Old Tampa Bay to connect 
Pinellas and Manatee Counties, subject to 
further study of the legal, fiscal and engi¬ 
neering problems involved.

PALM BEACH COUNTY 

The Board gave consideration to a resolu¬ 
tion received from the Board of County 
Commissioners of Palm Beach County, re¬ 
questing the Department to advance the sum 
of $400 for right of way for the Eighth 
Street Bridge at Delray Beach, to be charged 
against the $90,000 allocated for this project. 

On motion of Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. 
Nelson, the Board voted to advance the $400 
for the right of way, as requested, on condi¬ 
tion the County would agree to make up this 
amount should it be needed to complete the 
project of the Eighth Street Bridge. 

FAS OFAS BRIDGE IN FORT 
FAUDERDAFE 

The Board received a resolution from the 
City Commission of Fort Lauderdale setting 
out the urgent need for a new bridge over 
the Inland Waterway on Las Olas Boulevard 
in the City of Fort Lauderdale, and request¬ 
ing the road Department to declare the situa¬ 
tion an emergency and make plans for imme¬ 
diate construction of said bridge, at State 
Expense; also a similar resolution from the 
Board of Commissioners of Broward County, 
making the same request.

On motion of Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. 
Taylor, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

WHEREAS, Arthur T. Galt and wife, Ida 
Cook Galt, have offered to convey to the 
Department the necessary land in the NW'i 
of Section 19, Township 49 South, Range 43 
East for the relocated right of way of State 
Road A1A, Section 8605 in Broward County, 
Florida provided that the Department will 
disclaim the former locations of said right 
of way in said quarter section with the right 
reserved to the Department to use and main¬ 
tain said former locations of said State Road 
for public highway purposes until the re¬

PROPOSED INTERSTATE HIGHIVAY IN 
DUVAL COUNTY 

Senator John E. Mathews, Ray Green, 
Chairman of the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners, Henry Blount, County Attorney, and 
Arthur Sollee, County Engineer, came from 
Duval County in interest of the proposed 
Interstate Highway through Jacksonville and 
Duval County. , „ 

Senator Mathews said they came to formal¬ 
ly present a resolution which had been 
adopted by the State Improvement Commis¬ 
sion with reference to what they considered 
the greatest project in the State of Florida 
today, entailing a total cost of about 
$30,000,000. He advised that this program 
consisted of two bridges across the St. Johns 
River, their approaches, and a system of 
connecting roads which would break up the 
bottleneck in traffic in Jacksonville and help 
the whole East Coast of Florida. He pointed 
out to the Members that the projects of first 
importance in the program were the Arling¬ 
ton Bridge and the Riverside Bridge over the 
St. Johns River, which were estimated to 
cost about $19,000,000, including the cost of 
construction, cost of right of way for the 
entire project and the cost of engineering 
and financing. He said the resolution 
adopted by the State Improvement Commis¬ 
sion recommended that these be undertaken 
as early as practicable, and he asked the 
Road Department to approve and concur in 
the resolution of the State Improvement 
Commission. 

MR. BARBER ACTS AS TEMPORARY 
CHAIRMAN 

At the request of Chairman McKethan, 
Mr. Barber took the chair at this time. 

IN RE: ARLINGTON BRIDGE—ST. 
JOHNS RIVER (RIVERSIDE) BRIDGE 
On the joint motion of Mr. McKethan and 
Mr. Taylor, with second by Mr. Nelson, the 
following resolution was unanimously 
adopted: 
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WHEREAS, on March 15, 1949 the Florida 
State Improvement Commission adopted a 
resolution approving a proposal submitted 
by the Board of County Commissioners in 
and for Duval County, Florida, with refer¬ 
ence to the construction and financing of 
improvements in Duval County known as the 
Arlington Bridge—St. Johns River (River¬ 
side) Bridge as a portion of the interstate 
highway, the particulars being set forth in 
detail in a report submitted by Arthur N. 
Sollee, County Engineer of Duval County 
dated December 1, 1948, which was submitted 
with the proposal of the Board of County 
Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, a copy of said resolution has 
been filed with this Board, and in and by 
said resolution this Board was requested to 
have prepared as early as possible plans and 
specifications for the contemplated improve¬ 
ments, in order that the actual construction 
of said improvements may be expedited; and 

WHEREAS, the resolution adopted by the 
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Florida State Improvement Commission con¬ 
templates that the improvements will be con¬ 
structed under agreements or contracts to 
be entered into by this Board and the Florida 
State Improvement Commission, in coopera¬ 
tion with the Board of Administration; and 

WHEREAS, the proposal submitted by the 
Board of County Commissioners of Duval 
County, and the resolution adopted by the 
Florida State Improvement Commission, con¬ 
template that funds for the construction of 
the proposed bridges and the approaches 
thereto will be obtained by the Florida State 
Improvement Commission by the issuance 
and sale of revenue bonds in the principal 
sum of $19,000,000, to be paid out of the pro¬ 
ceeds of a lease-purchase agreement with the 
State Road Department, the rentals under 
which are to be paid by the State Road De¬ 
partment from tolls on the two bridges and 
from 80% surplus gasoline tax funds of 
Duval County derived from the 2nd or 2-cent 
gasoline tax imposed under Section 16, 
Article 9 of the Constitution of the State of 
Florida; and further that the legal and fiscal 
sufficiency of the proceedings authorizing 
the issuance of said bonds shall be approved 
by the State Board of Administration; 

NOW. THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED 
by the State Road Department of the State 
of Florida that this Board concur in and ap¬ 
prove the resolution adopted by the Florida 
State Improvement Commission on March 
15, 1949. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the 
Chairman and Attorney for this Board be 
and they are hereby authorized and directed 
to confer and negotiate with the Chairman 
and Attorney for the Florida State Improve¬ 
ment Commission and the Chairman and 
Attorney for the Board of Administration 
with reference to the contracts and agree¬ 
ments to be entered into and the resolution 
or resolutions to be adopted by the Board of 
County Commissioners in and for Duval 
County, and that as soon as said resolutions 
have been prepared and shall meet with the 
approval of the chairmen and attorneys for 
the respective departments, that the same be 
submitted to the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Duval County, with the request 
that such resolution or resolutions be 
adopted. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the

McKETHAN RETURNS TO CHAIR 

At this point Chairman McKethan re¬ 
turned to the chair. 

MARTIN COUNTY 

Those registering from Martin County were 
County Commissioner Ransom R. Tilton and 
Messrs. J. J. Pitchford and J. J. Pitchford, 
Jr. of Jensen. 

Mr. Tilton presented the request that the 
Jensen Bridge be taken over for State main¬ 
tenance at the earliest date possible, because 
the Jensen Road and Bridge District does 
not have the money to keep it up, and the 
Jensen Bridge is the only bridge in Martin 
County which the public can use to reach the 
beach. Several resolutions from local organi¬ 
zations in addition to the one from the 
county Commissioners were filed. On motion 
of Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. Drake, the 
Board agreed to make a survey and study of 
this situation. 

PALM BEACH COUNTY 

Messrs. Harry Johnston, County Attorney. 
Jake Boyd, County Engineer, and Lake 
Lytal, Chairman of the Board of County 
Commissioners, came as a delegation from 
Paim Beach County. 

Mr. Lytal stated to the Board that in 1946 
when the Department resurfaced U. S. High¬ 
way No. 1 through West Palm Beach the 
County tried to get the pavement laid from 
curb to curb but the Department paved only 
30 feet; however, they were successful in get¬ 
ting certain sections from curb to curb done 
by the contractor at a cost of $17,575.19, 
which the City and County agreed to pay. 
This was put in their budget, he stated, but 
since the Department did not present them 
with bill, the amount was taken out of their 
budget. Recently, more than a year after 
the work was done, they had received invoice 
for the work done, and he had come to ask 
the Department to absorb this cost, since 
the work was done on a main road, and also 
because about twice this amount has been 
spent by local units on widening this road 
in West Palm Beach and in improving traf¬ 
fic routes for truck traffic through the city, 
which route is now maintained by the De¬ 
partment. He advised further that they had 
a special tax which brings in from $12,000 
to $17,000 a year which they could use from 
time to time in widening sections of U. S. 
Highway No. 1 through the City. 

The Board agreed to make a complete in¬ 
vestigation of this matter for consideration 
at the next meeting. 

RESOLUTION OF THANKS 

At this point, on motion of Mr. Nelson, 
seconded by Mr. Drake, the Board adopted 
a resolution as follows: 

BE IT RESOLVED that the sincere thanks 
of this Board are extended to Member 
M’errill P. Barber, as the Mayor of Vero 
Beach, to the City of Vero Beach and Indian 
River County, to the City of Fort Pierce and 
St. Lucie County for the many courtesies 
and the general hospitality extended to the 
Board and other personnel of the Road De¬ 
partment during this meeting.
